A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of Newark, N. J., was 
held on the above date in the Council 
Chamber, City Hall, Newark, at 11 
o’clock a. m.

Payers’ Association and urged the 
members to go to Trenton on Sep- 
tember 8th to attend the convening of 
the Senate and do all that is possible 
for the passage of the housing and 
anti-rent profiteering laws, and also 
invited the members of the Commis- 
sion to attend a mass meeting to be 
held in Military Park on September 
7th. Mr. Canniff presented the fol- 


lowing resolution, which was read by 
the clerk: 


- Whereas, Shortage of dwellings has 


brought great hardships upon our rent 
paying population, with no relief in 
sight except legislative action; and 


’ Whereas, New York State Legisla- 
ture this year has passed fourteen 
housing and rent laws that have stood 
court test, against two passed in New 
Jersey, one of these being declared un- 
constitutional, and Governor Smith of 
the Empire State has summoned the 
Legislature in special session to fur- 
ther consider housing and anti-rent 
profiteering laws; therefore be it 


Resolved, We, members of the 
Mayor’s Rent Adjustment Commission 
of New Jersey and citizens of the 
State assembled in mass meeting in 
Newark, N. J., respectfully request. 
Hon. Charles Pilgrim of Essex County 
and all other members of the New 
Jersey State Senate to vote for the 
five pending rent and housing bills 
without nullifying amendments, said 
bills having been passed by the House 
Assembly unanimously. 


Commissioner Monahan moved that 
the invitation be accepted and that 
the Board attend in a body.

’ Dear Sir: 


I wish to ceall your attention to an 
investigation made under the Centre: 
Market building on Tuesday, August 
24th, 1920, which resulted in finding 
the following, conditions: 


North side, going from Mulberry 
Street to Broad Street—Holes have 
been bored in the cement flooring, al- 
lowing waste paper to run into the 
canal underneath said market. Five 
holes east of first drain, one between _ 
first and second drains, five between 
second and third drains, two between 
third and fourth drains, the third 
drain is defective and the fourth drain 
and fifth drain are disconnected. The 
flooring at fourth and fifth drains is 
defective. 


South side, going from Broad Street 
to Mulberry Street east—The follow- 
ing holes were found in the cement 
flooring: One at second drain, one east. 
of third drain, one west of fourth 
drain, and two east of fourth drain, 
one east of fifth drain. The first 
drain is‘ defective and water sup- 
ply faucet causing water to run 
continually underneath stand No. 
24 in the vegetable market. The win- 
dows on the north side are not- 
screened, allowing garbage and rub- 
bish to enter into the- water of the 
canal.

1. That pursuant to the Act of the 
Legislature of the State of New Jer- 
sey, entitled “An Act to authorize and 
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regulate the issuance of bonds and 
other obligations and the meurnng of 
indebtedness by county, city, borough, 
village, town, township or any munici- 
pality governed by an improvement 
commission,” approved March 22, 1916, 
constituting Chapter 252 of the Laws 
of 1916, as amended, bonds of the City 
of Newark, to be known as Water 
Bonds, are hereby authorized to he 
issued in the aggregate principal 
amount of Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($500,000) for the purpose 
hereinafter stated, for which purpose 
it is necessary to raise said amount of 
money. Said bonds shall be of the de- 
nomination of $1,000 each, and shall 
be numbered consecutively from 1 to 
500, inclusive. They shall be dated 
October 15, 1920, shall bear interest 
from their date at the rate of five and 
one-half per centum (53 per cent.) per 
annum, payable semi-monthly, on the 
fifteenth day of April and October in 
each year until maturity, and shall 
mature in order as numbered (begin- 
ning with Bond No. 1) and in thirty- 
nine annual installments or series, 
payable on the fifteenth day of Octo- 
ber in each year, as follows, viz: $10,- 
000 of bonds in each of the years 1922 
to 1930, inclusive, $11,000 in each of 
the years 1931 to 1940, inclusive, and 
$15,000 in each of the years 1941 to 
1960, inclusive. 


2. The money to be raised by the is- 
suance of said bonds shall be applied 
to the purpose of paying for the con- 
struction and acquisition of water 
supply systems for the City of New- 
ark, and any part or parts of such 
systems, and buildings, land and 
rights in land therefor, or any or all 
of such items, including the payment 
of the cost and expense of such of said 
properties or improvements as the 
City itself is authorized by law to ac- 
quire or make, and also the payment 


of amounts required to be paid by the 
City to the North Jersey District 
Water Supply Commission under the 
provisions of Chapter 71 of the 
Pamphlet Laws of 1916 of the State 
of New Jersey, as amended, and con- 
tracts between the City and said Com- 
mission, for the purpose of defraying 
the cost and expense of a water supply 
system in the watershed of the Wan- 
aque River. 


8. The following matters are hereby 
determined and declared pursuant to 
the requirements of said Chapter 252 
of the Laws of 1916, as amended: The 
probable period of usefulness of each 
of the improvements and properties 
for which bonds are hereby authorized 
to be issued, computed from the date 
of said bonds and within the limits 
prescribed by Section 4 of said Chap- 
ter 252 of the laws of 1916, as amend- 
ed, is forty years, ending October 15, 
1960. Said improvements and proper- 
ties are all of the class described in 
sub-division (c) of sub-section (2) of 
said Section 4, and none of them has 
yet been completed or acquired.

Whereas, the Board of Commission- 
ers of the City of Newark has, by 
resolution adopted June 10, 1920, ap- 
propriated said sum of $2,300,000 for 
said purposes, as required by Section 
76 of the Act of the Legislature of the 
State of New Jersey, entitled, “An 
Act to establish a thorough and effi- 
cient system of free public schools and 
to provide for the maintenance, sup- 
port and management thereof,” ap- 
proved October 19, 1903, and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto;

For the purpose of rais- 
ing a portion of said sum of $2,300,000, 
appropriated as aforesaid, there shall 
be issued bonds of the City of Newark 
to be known and designated as “School 
Bonds,” in the aggregate principal 
amount of Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($500,000), pursuant to Sec- 
tion 76 of the Act aforesaid. The 
proceeds of said bonds shall be used 
for any or all of the purposes afore- 
said except the improvements at the 
Lawrence Street School building and 
the Summer Avenue School building. 
It is hereby determined that all of the 
purposes for which said sum of $2,- 
300,000 was appropriated, except said 
improvements at the Lawrence Street 
School building and the Summer Ave-

nue School building, are of the classes 
described in sub-division A, clause (c), 
or sub-division B, or in sub-division 
C, clause (c), of Section 76 of the Act 
aforesaid, as amended, for which 
bonds maturing within a period not ex- 
ceeding thirty years may be issued. 
The said bonds shall be five hundred 
in number, numbered from 1 to 500, 
inclusive; and of the denomination of 
$1,000 each. They shall be dated Oc- 
tober 15, 1920, shall bear interest from 
their date at the rate of five and one- 
half per centum per annum, payable 
semi-annually, on the fifteenth day of 
April and October, in each year, until 
maturity, and shall mature in order 
as numbered (beginning with Bond 
No. 1) and in thirty annual instal- 
ments or series, payable on the fif- 
teenth day of October in each year, as 
follows, viz: $16,000 of bonds in each 
of the years 1921 to 1930, inclusive, 
and $17,000 of bonds in each. of the 
years 1981 to 1950, inclusive. The said 
bonds shall be coupon bonds, register- 
able at the option of the holder as to 
principal alone or as to both principal 
and interest. They shall be signed by 
the Mayor and countersigned by the 
Director of the Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance of the City of 
Newark, -and the corporate seal of 
said City shall be affixed thereto 
or impressed thereon, and attested 
by the City Clerk; and the coupons to 
be attached to said bonds shall bear 
the fac-simile signature of the Direc- 
tor of the Department of Revenue and 
Finance. The said bonds shall be is- 
sued in substantially such form as the 
Board of Commissioners may by reso- 
lution adopt. The principal and inter- 
est of said bonds shall be payable in 
gold coin of the United States of 
America of or equal to the standard of 
weight and fineness existing on Octo- 
ber 15, 1920, at the National State 
Bank of the City of Newark.

Commissioner Raymond: Mr. Mayor, 
I would like to make a statement ìn 
regard to this resolution which is now 
before us. I appeared before the 
Board of Commerce and Navigation on 
Monday last with Mr. Sherrerd and 
Mr. Congleton, and we presented 
every argument which we could think 
of to the board in order that we might 
get this property cheap—these rights 
cheap—or may be for nothing, but the 
board announced that the City of Jer- 
sey City had purchased its dock front- 
age—its riparian rights for $75 a foot. 
The matter had been accomplished and 
a fixed price of $75 a foot for bay 
frontage set. They felt they had no 
power to change that price and the 
only thing they could do would be to 
give us some terms in the form of 
lease-hold rights. They made us an 
offer of $50 a foot for lease-hold 
rights, subject to revision from time to 
time as the riparian lands became 
more valuable. We could not expect 
the board to give us these lands for 
less than they gave them to Jersey 
City, just across the river, and I would. 
recommend to this Commission the 
purchase of these rights. $50 rental 
for each foot would be ridiculous. We 
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were not prepared to spend that 
amount. This will cost us about $104,- 
000. I think the only thing to do is to 
purchase the rights at the price they 
fixed. .

City Clerk Egan: This will take 
certain powers away from this Com- 
mission under the law. 


City Counsel Congleton: It does not 
change it from the present law. What 
you have done by this standardization 
you have fixed ranges in which all 
clerks are and they are automatically 
increased until they reach the max- 
imum. When they get that it is then 
between the two boards, this Commis- 
sion and the Civil Service Commission. 


City Clerk Egan: My impression is, 
if this resolution is adopted as sub- 
mitted now, it means the Civil Service 
Commission will tell you the maximum 
amount or sliding scale of advance you 
can give, which means not more than 
a $10 per month increase per year. If 
you have a man you feel worth more 
of an increase than that, you cannot 
give it to him unless they say it is 
proper. 


City Counsel Congleton: I do not 
quite agree with the City Clerk. It is 
my understanding you can increase 
between the ranges until the maximum 
is reached. For instance, if you have 
put a man in a grade where his sal- 
ary is between $2,000 and $2,500, you 
may increase him within that range 
what you see fit, except when he is to 
start out, when you would have to 
start him on the minimum and not 
the maximum, which is in all fairness 
to older employes, but if you want to 
bring his salary to more than $2,500, 
you would have to take it up with the 
Civil Service Commission and show 
there has been an increase in the 
duties or responsibility you have 
placed upon him. That man would be 
treated as obtaining a promotion and 
he would have to take an examination 
to get into a higher grade. 


o 

City Clerk Fgan: The thing I want 
to bring to your attention is, in my- 
mind, this paragraph will further re- 
duce the powers you gentlemen will 
have as Commissioners and make the 
Civil Service Commission the Supreme 
Court, so to speak, in the matter of 
salaries. They are now to a certain 
extent, but this gives them more 
power.

For some time a persistent agitation 
has been going on with the object of 
inducing Congress to pass laws for the 
compulsory use of the “Metric Sys- 
tem” for weights and measures in this 
country. 


Changing from our established sys- 
tem of measurements to the “Metric 
System” is a matter which profoundly 
affects not only the vast business in- 
terests, but also the habits of every 
individual, and should be very care- 
fully considered. 


This letter is written with the ob- 
ject of calling your attention to the 
importance of this subject. Please note 
the enclosed leaflet giving resolutions 
passed by representative bodies. 


If those who are advocating this 
revolutionary doctrine of changing our 
weights and measures have ap- 
proached you on this question, we 
would suggest that you should express 
yourself as OPPOSED TO ANY 
CHANGE.

Gentlemen: 


The City of Bayonne has received 
information to the effect that applica- 
tion is to be made to the Federal Au- 
thorities permitting the emptying of 
sewerage from the Passaic Valley 
Trunk Sewer into the Newark Bay as 
a temporary expedient instead of wait- 
ing until construction of the sewer is 
completed so that the same might be 
emptied into the New York Bay, as 
first contemplated. 


As soon as this matter came to the 
attention of our Board of Commission- 
ers, Engineers were consulted for the 
purpose of ascertaining the probable 
effect upon this city, and we are satis- 
fied from the report of such Engineers 
that the tides of the Newark Bay will 
not be sufficient to carry away such 
sewerage, but that the same will be 
thrown upon our shores and will ac- 
cumulate in the shallow water on the 
west shore of Bayonne to such an ex- 
tent that it will considerably affect 
that portion of the city, and possibly 
the entire city, in so far as it is used 
for residential purposes. 


The Newark Bay shore is the site of 
two parks which are frequented by 
thousands of our residents, a great 
many of whom frequent the same for 
the purpose of bathing in Newark Bay, 
and we are advised by our Engineers 
that if this sewer is allowed to empty 
into Newark Bay that within a very 
short time it will be impossible to use 
the bathing beaches because of the 


danger to the health of persons who 
might desire to use the same, and that 
the parks would have to be closed be- 
cause of the danger to the health of 
persons who might visit the same. 


We are satisfied that if the course 
suggested is pursued, that the City of 
Bayonne will be unfit for residential 
purposes and that the health of our 
residents will be dangerously affected 
and with that thought in mind, our 
Board has adopted a resolution pro- 
testing against any action which may 
be taken to have the sewer emptied 
into Newark Bay, a copy of which res- 
olution I am enclosing herewith.
